Attempt to Blow Up the Ulerkemwell Prison, Lon-
dow, and Release the Fenlan Prisoners—A Bar-
rel of Guonpowder Exploded at the Wall—An
Immense Breach Mado—8everal Dwelling
Houses Blown Down-Four Persons
Killed and Over Forty Wounded—

The Fenlan Colonel Burke and
Other Fenlans in (he Jaill, but
no Escape—Intense Exclie-
ment in London—Fear of
#n Outbreak In Liver-
pool., Ete. Ete. Ete.

Loxpox, Dee. 18.—To-day, st the hour of four
o'clock In the afternoon, three men, acoom-
panled by a woman, were observed by peraons
passing at the moment to roll A barrel agalnst
the wall of the Qlerken well Green prison, where
Colonel Durke, who was arrested s short time
since—oharged with an anotive compllelly in the
Fenian riols In Manchester—and other Fealan
prisoners are confined; some under remand
from a magisterial examination in the Polloe
Court, and others awalting transmission to dif-
ferent towns for trial. The barrel was placed at
the wall bounding the slde of the prison yard in
which personsconfined 1o Clerkenwell are per-
mitted totakeexerolse at the hour of 40'alock P,
M. SBoon after 1t was fixed In what may be oalled
iis position, an awful explosion, followed by
most disastrous consequenoass, took place, The
prison will was blown down to n great extent,
n gap almost one hundred feet wide having
been made In Its rulns, The dwelllog bouses
sftuated on the llne of street opposite to the
prison were shatlered, many of them belng
almost completely levelled to the earth, Two
men, with a woman, who, it 18 supposed, are
the parties who fixed the barrel, were Imme-
diately arrested, but the third man, who was
geen 1o light the fuse which was appllied
to It, made his escape, None of the
prisoners confined In the jJail got ont,
as the term of thelr time of outdoor ex-
ercise had terminsted, and they had been
marcbed from the yard and locked up In thelr
cells just before the explosion took place. The
sireet Opposite, which runs parallel to the
prigon, at the spot is parrow and bullt with
houses three storles high, They are for the
most part rented out in apartments of one or
two rooms each. Tho Inhabltants of the ex
tensive suburban parlsh distriet of Clerkenwell
are very poor, Twenly honses were almost
atlerly demolished and rendered untenantable
by thecrash, The city firemen were lmmediately
summoned to Lbe spot,and are nowemployed in
digeing in and under the ruins for dead bodies,
Forlty persons—men, women, and chlldren—
have been found to be wonnded. Four of them
bave already dled. A house which stood In the
gtrect just directly opposite to where the
breach has been blown in the prison wall, has
been suspected for some time s a Fenlan head-
quarters or place of rendezvous for Fenlans
The pollce authoritiea had ordered that a striot
pesrch should be made on the premises to-
morrow. The remainder of the Injured persons
have been removed o the nearest hospltals,

The scene presented In the nelghborhood
during the darkenlng evening and sinoe night-
fall 18 exceedingly romantic and pleturesque,
thousands of people belng gatuered In the
vicinity, eaoh one discossing the event, its
origin and eonsequences, with his or beér naigh-
bor, Tue rulnsof the dwelllogs and the prison
wall are guurded by astroug force of pollce,
The sireel highway has been ripped upto a
considerable distance by the explosion, and
the walls of the Jall have fallen, to someextent,
into the breach, revealing the lnterlor of the
prison yard, Nodawmage has besn done Lo the
prison bulldings,

The whole city of London Is terribly exclted
by the fact of Lhis sudden and daring attempt,
Everybody ieels alarmed, for Lhe serionsreason
thal no one can foretell whers the next blow of
this description may ll. The Governmenot is
becoming exceedingly aotive, All the Fenlan
funersl prooesglons projected in lIreland in
memory of the Manchester eonviols have been
siriotly proliibited, and measures of a still more
stringent eharacter are looked for on the part
of the execullve,

It 18 feared, or at least deemied very probable,
thiat some trouble will snsue from the Fenlan
movement in Liverpool, The police lorce In
Liverpool, perbaps oven in Loaodon, is utlerly
Inadequate to deal with such a crisis.

Coulonel Borke, who ia confiped in the Olerk-
enwell prison (Dot the man lately sentenced to
death in Ireland, and (ransferred o Bogland
after commutaiion of his sentence), 18 more
than suspected of belug & very aotive Fenlan
officer or sgent,. Hels at present eharged with
haviug taken a prominent part both in orga-
nizing and diresting the Manochester riol moves-
ment, during which Pollocemen Brelt was shot.
Indeed, It s nlleged thal Barke had uhur? of
the arms and served them out to Allen, Lurkin,
Gonld, and the others just before the tumull
commenced,

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION.

Accident on the Richmond Ratlroad-—-
Tne Kngimeor IKilled smd Fireman
Fatally Scalded—-Miraculous Esonpe of
Passengers,

The 480 P, M. accommodation and freight
trulu whioh left Richmond yesterday for hils
elty, diswn by the locomotive Heunrico, Riehuard
Norris, enginear, and consliting of one passen-
ger cosclh and several frelgol enrs and fata,
was deolained scvernl hoors at the half
way slation, eléven miles from elther elty,
by one of Lhe most terrible and aswanding
acoldents which Las over coccurred upon the
road.

The train reached the station sl quarter-past
6, and 1t )8 thought that ithe engineer, wishiog
toeconomizesteam whiliewniliog soréWwed down
hils safely valve as ls frégusnily dons,but on taly
occasion, 1t would appear, injudiciously, There
were ubout thirty-five puskeugers on voard, the
freight omi8 belng 1o Lhe reur. AL the signal
for starting, the engiuneer opened Lhe throltie
valve, it 1s klmugnl. o suddeoly for toe pres-
sure of steam, when lustautly sn explosion
was beard lke the sound of 4 bursting bowmb,
and lmmediaiely sherealter o shower of waler
and lght debris wus heard Lering and
ratiling on the roof of the coach, The glasa paues
in the Iront door of the coach were shivered,
apd the lnmp in the rear of Lhe couoh Wil ex-
tingulshed, that In front belng ounly shalken
lmf for & second dimmed.

A conousilon was fell, and it seemed, which
wis sotnally the casé, Lhat the eunglons had
jerked looss Trown the traln, drawing with It the
conpling to the coach. AL Lhe momont, Lthere
was a shock fell the pussengers forward and
& rnah was made for the rear of Lhe coach, bul
no lo was indleaved, No person In faot
realized, until the danger was over, Lhak the
potier of the locomotive had exploded. The
oconch Wil then lmmedia emptied, and the
Anxious 18 wonk forward Lo view the
ecause of Lhe explosion and o behold the loco
molive torn Lo pleces, nod the eongigesr und
fireman lying back npon the wood of Loe Len-
der stark nnd motllated, A nearer examing-
ion discovered the epgloeer dead, with Lhe
entlire wp of nis bead blown off, bls body and
fuce dresdiully scalded, sud his clothlng sata-
rated with bolling waler.

The Bltory of Little Dombey and the Trial
from Plekwick,

Last night Steinway Hall was thronged with
enger listeners Lo the best slory Letlar alive, Mr,
Dickens bud reserved for Whe iast rending of his

wewenl course the pathetie story of “Little
yombey," which he relleved by i repetition of
the mirth provoking i rial from Piokwiek.”

How well this trial bears repetition! Mr.
Plekwiok stood up, when escorted inlo court,
in us interesting “a state of agitation,” and,
when the ionding of the jury was declared, drew
on his gloves with as great o nlcely, and stared
as Intensely al ths joreman, as on his firsl ap-
pearance, Thesame “pleasing and axtensive
v.rlc-l.f of nosa and whikkers for which the
bar of Enpgland 18 justly celobrated” was
rendered as visible as sver Lo the mind's eye.
The short, fut and stupld judge was heard
